REMARKS 


In the Office Action mailed on February 22, 2008, the Examiner rejected most of the 
pending claims as being obvious. However, claims 5 and 12 were allowed. 

Applicant has canceled all claims except claims 5 and 12, and therefore, this application 
should be in condition for allowance. 

Conclusion 

Applicant has canceled all non-allowed claims in the instant application. Only claims 5 
and 12 remain pending, which have been allowed by the Examiner. Applicant respectfully 
requests the Examiner to pass this application to the allowance stage.
